PACIFIC CABLE SURVEY.

Boundings and Route Mapped by
Steamship Nero.

8an Franciseo, Feh, 12 —~The survey

for a cable across the Paclflc has been

finished. All soundings huve been

made and the resulis have been mapped

until transmitted to Washington. The
proposed route of the cable, however,
as shown by the trip of the survey
gteamship Nero, which arrlved here
vesterday, is no secretl.

The Nero salled from this port on
May ¢ and steamed 1,100 miles to Mid-
way Island. From there she traveled
2000 miles tos Guam and thence to
Manila., Bhe went to Yokohama for
coal, and took soundings from that
port back to Guam, Balling from
Guam on Nov, 10 she arrived at Hon-
olulu on Jan. 2% No landing was
made at Honolulu, owing to the plague
there.
